Slow-Scan TV: Both tests will also feature the 
transmission of Slow-Scan TV images commonly 
used by amateur radio operators and increasingly 
by shortwave broadcasters. 

The images are transmitted as audio tones in 
Scottie 1 format. KDWN recently used this same 
format in Las Vegas during their signoff DX Tests. 
SSTV requires computer software to decode. This 
can be done using an audio connection to your PC 
or holding a cell phone near your speaker. 

SSTV is straightforward and works great. You 
can get reasonable images by picking up audio 
with your laptop without wiring.

Nielsen: AM/FM Ratings Overtake TV For First Time (from Radio Ink): 


In 2019, Deloitte’s Director of Research, Technology, Media & Telecommunications Duncan 
Stewart made a bold prediction. He said AM/FM audiences 18-34 would be larger than TV audiences 
for the same age demographic by 2025. It turns out Stewart was right, even if he did undersell by 
three years. 

As highlighted in this week’s Cumulus Media/Westwood One Audio Active Group blog, Nielsen 
reports that radio’s total audience has overtaken television’s for the first time in media history. The 
Q3 2022 Total Audience Report shows radio’s average audience persons 18-49 is up three percent on 
TV. 

With cord cutting and streaming on the rise, Nielsen data shows television reach among persons 
18-49 has dropped -28% and time spent viewing eroded -56%, an hour and a half, since 2018. This 
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comes on the heels of Edison Research’s 2023 Infinite Dial report, showing 73% of adults 18+ still 
listen to AM/FM. 

With radio’s celebration, a warning: if streaming can undercut an unprepared traditional TV 
industry, how does AM/FM ensure its audience?

As they promised, the CRTC announced license renewal decisions for a fairly dlp 

large number of stations, most of them FM. But they’ve delayed their decisions 

on the many cited for non-compliance with Radio Regulations. All stations listed below have had 

their licenses renewed until August 31, 2030. The CRTC plans to announce its license renewal 

decisions for a number of stations soon, many of which have been cited for non-compliance with 

Radio Regulations. Included in this list is CHQOR-770 Calgary, which is currently in non-compliance 

for simulcasting on FM. 

**UPDATE**: The CRTC announced license renewal decisions for three more AM stations until 
August 31, 2030. The stations are listed below and each was reminded of the Revised Commercial

980 CJME SK _ Regina - License renewal. 

1050 CJNB’ SK North Battleford - License renewal. 

1280 CJRU ON Toronto - The only Canadian campus radio station on 
AM is at Toronto Metropolitan University, formerly known 
as Ryerson University, which was famous for its 
broadcasting degree. CJRU is student-run and owned by Radio Ryerson Inc. License 
renewal continues the current 99 Watts non-directional. 

1280 CFMB QC Montreal — License renewal noted the requirement to serve at least 16 cultural 
groups in 16 languages. 

1320 CJMR ON Oakville - License renewal noted the requirement to serve at least 11 cultural 
groups in 15 languages, with a maximum of 62% of the broadcast week (6:00 AM to 
midnight) being brokered ethnic programming. 

1350 CIRF ON Brampton - The license renewal notes the requirement to serve at least 14 
distinct ethnic groups in 11 languages during each broadcast week. $30,000 per year 
in Canadian content development (CCD) was also detailed in the Renewal decision. 
The station transmits a non-directional 1000 Watts day and only 40 Watts at night. 

1430 CHKT ON Toronto - The license renewal notes the requirement to serve at least 14 cultural 
groups in 15 languages during each broadcast week. 

1470 CJVB BC Vancouver -The license renewal notes the requirement to serve at least 23 
cultural groups in 23 languages during each broadcast week. 

April Fools Day, April 1, 2023 included more joy than laughter for many working in Radio. As a 
federally-regulated industry, the new federal minimum wage of $16.65 per hour effectively overrides 
the minimum wage in all provinces, since all provinces currently have a lower minimum wage. 

Rogers plans to complete its deal to buy Shaw on April 7th after receiving final approval from all 
necessary federal government areas. Rogers owns radio stations, most notably the CityNews stations, 
but Shaw created Corus in the 1990s and moved all of its stations there. The Shaw family will continue 
to maintain its controlling interest in Corus. 

Aurora conditions have been almost continuous over the last couple of weeks, only allowing 
Cuba’s CMBQ-530 to make it to Edmonton once. And, even then, with Aurora conditions still 
blocking reception from some locations. The night of March 23-24 marked the first time in about 10 
years that I could actually see the Northern Lights. Oddly enough, they were directly overhead and 
slightly to the South. Normally, they are close to the Northern horizon. Of course, Skywave reception 
was virtually non-existent. 

Other licensing news... 

910 CKDQ AB Drumheller - The just-approved “Application for a technical amendment to a 
broadcasting licence for an analog radio programming undertaking” for co-owned 
CHOO-FM, also in Drumheller, makes reference to a proposed CKDQ-FM, which 
would replace CKDQ-910. It cites CRTC application 2023-0030-0, which has not yet 
been published. CHOO-FM can now increase power and make changes to its 
transmitter site in preparation for CKDQ-FM sharing the site. 

990 CBF-16 QC La Romaine - The CBC has applied to move this 40 Watt ICI Premiere (formerly 
CBC French AM network) LPRT to 95.1 MHz with 139 Watts. It will continue to 
simulcast CBF-8-FM in Trois-Rivieres, Quebec.

INTERNATIONAL NEWS 

ICELAND: RUV East Iceland long wave transmitter switched off. The mast at Eidar, at 218 metres 
the third tallest structure in the country, transmitted RUV radio services across the east of the country 
and out into the Norwegian Sea. In a statement, RUV say that the equipment needed to maintain the 
service is very expensive, and few radios now receive long wave broadcasts. The change is being 
made in association with Iceland’s Civil Defence and other bodies concerned with emergencies, as 
long wave signals have traditionally formed part of emergency communication planning. However, 
an upgraded FM system will take over this function. 

The long wave signal from Eidur, on 207 kHz, has been replaced by a more powerful FM network 
in East Iceland. RUV has increased the number of FM transmitters and renewed existing masts. Long 
wave transmissions will continue for a time on 189 kHz from Hellissandur at Gufuskalar in West 
Iceland — Iceland’s tallest structure at 412 metres — but it too will ultimately close, and then the FM 
system will fully take over the role of safety broadcasts. 

Speaking before the [March 1] demolition, Bragi Reynisson, director of technical affairs at RUV, 
said, “The mast will be cut down in such a way that it falls to the ground. Increased requirements for 
flight safety around Egilsstadir Airport have called for us to take action and remove the mast. Of 
course, it is always problematic to demolish such a tall structure. We will be joined by a police team 
to ensure everything is safe nearby.” The construction and upgrades of the FM transmission system 
in less populated places started in 2017, and is progressing well. Transmitters have been placed in 
the Highlands, as have powerful sites at key locations for seafarers. Back-up power stations reduce 
the risk of transmission interruptions due to weather and power outages. 

“There are holes in it [FM coverage], as there has been with long wave. But what we have done in 
recent years is to build a large number of transmitters in order to consolidate the FM system. And 
we have replaced equipment at older transmission sites, and we have also built backup power or 
battery backup power for up to 24 hours at all major transmission sites in the east. We strive to cover 
all year-round residential areas and all major roads and major tourist attractions. But unfortunately 
there will be places that are outside that are simply very difficult to reach. There we have to refer to 
other ways to make contact, such as for example through satellite systems such as Starlink or through 
satellite phones,” said Bragi. 

Long wave signals travel for very long distances, and so have been useful to offer coverage of large 
land masses and sea areas. However, services are in decline worldwide, as ever fewer listeners now 
own radios that can pick up long wave. UK national broadcaster the BBC say that the ancient glass 
valves which allow their long wave transmitters to function are now so rare that fewer than ten exist 
in the world, and when one of the last two stop working, so will its service on long wave — although 
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the broadcaster will likely end long wave transmissions before that happens anyway.

As I celebrate 50 years of listening to AM, FM, Short Wave and Long Wave radio, I have seen many 
changes. In the late 1970's, music on AM radio was going to FM radio; many say the disco era played 
a role. During the 1980's, AM stations were selling or changing their formats. It would be talk, sports, 
foreign language or another. If only the owners would have looked into the future, AM radio would 
not be sounding like it is today. 

Today's issue of Musing Of The Members, I ask our DXers and readers to do like the late Tom Hall 
of 790 KABC AM would do: an open talk forum and help me answer a question. Why are AM stations 
simulcasting on the FM band? 

Owners for example, like ABC, CBS and Metromedia had one AM and FM station in a major city. 
The Reagan Administration deregulated radio in the 1980's. Look where AM and FM stations ended 
up. Buyers like Emmis, Clear Channel and Salem were buying stations up and in turn, were sounding 
like one another and in the end, had to sell them off. 

After a 10 year hiatus, I rejoined the N.R.C.; many AM stations were simulcasting on FM by now. 
For example, why KNX 1070 AM Los Angeles be on 97.1 FM? KDWN 720 AM Las Vegas on 101.5 
FM? KCBS San Francisco AM 740 be on 106.9 FM? The Federal Communications Commission should 
tell owners like Audacy and others," If you have an AM station, broadcast another format on your 
FM station." There will more listening offers to choose from. 

In conclusion, if the radio industry can turn the clock back to the days of a company owning two 
stations maximum (one AM, one FM) in a major city, it would be great. I thank you and await 
response from our members. Until then, 73, Rene.

Mike Jeziorski, Juriquilla, Queretaro, Mexico 
A series of technical problems, including a possibly fatal failure of my KiwiSDR, had kept me away 


from the dials between May and December of 2022, but the holidays gave me time to troubleshoot 
and a broken connection to the loop antenna was repaired. In the subsequent months I have been 
able to log a few Mexican stations that debuted on the air in recent months (KECPAD-1300 Xalapa, 
Ver. "Radio UV" from the Universidad de Veracruz; XECCBI-1370 Huamantla, Tlax. "La Mas 
Peligrosa"; XECPAF-850 Jalpan, Qro. "R. Universidad Sierra Gorda"; XECSEP-1230 Culiacan, Sin. 
"Arre en Acustica"), but almost all of my new catches in 2023 have come from the US. 

After finally reaching 500 stations logged at the end of February, my informal threshold for a 
"serious" logbook total, March brought a series of great catches as well as enjoyable and valuable 
interactions with the DX community on social media. The first was the alert sent out by the NRC, 
IRCA, and CPC that KDWN-720 Las Vegas would go dark, but air some brief DX test content before 
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doing so. They stayed on until March 2, which was when I was able to pick up their farewell 
announcement. Details in the weak recording could be identified thanks to a clear one posted by Jacob 
Hammond in the tremendously helpful "mwdx" Slack channel that has been recently created. Jacob 
also alerted DXers to KZMQ-1140 Greybull WY staying on their day pattern at the same time, and I 
was able to pull out their weak signal under strong XEMR on my Perseus recording. From all of my 
various QTHs around the US and Mexico, [had never logged Nevada before, and Wyoming is always 
a thrill to hear. 

Later in the month I spent time reviewing past SDR recordings and found that March 9 offered 
some interesting leads. On 1640 I could make out WSJP Sussex WI for state #33, previously reported 
in DX News by Terry Krueger in FL and Stephanie Battaglino in CA as the best way to log Wisconsin. 
I decided to spend the rest of March combing through the March 9 recording channel by channel, 
picking up a number of new Texans along the way, but when I reached 1000 kHz and heard an ad in 
English under a briefly faded XEOY, the phone number given matched perfectly with a law firm in 
the Seattle area. I shared the recording in both the Slack and NRC Facebook groups, and more careful 
listening and cross-checking with the law firm's website gave me the details I needed to pin down 
KNWN, formerly KOMO.( message to KNWN asking whether they had aired the spot went 
unanswered.) 

During my Chicago-area DXing days in the late 70s and early 80s, KOMO was the best way to hear 
Washington, and at one of Robert Kramer's holiday get-togethers fellow college student and DX BFF 
Earl Higgins and I logged KOMO on their regular equipment test during the Monday morning silent 
period of WLUP (now WMVP). I never would have expected to hear the same station in 2023 on 
regular schedule from 2220 miles away. The support and enthusiasm shared by the groups on 
Facebook, Slack, and Loyd van Horn's outstanding live DX Central sessions on YouTube have made 
teasing out such rare catches even more fun and rewarding. Now, more than 40 years later, Earl and 
I can exchange virtual high-fives for our new catches across a variety of platforms. 73, Mike

Here is Major League Baseball (MLB) flagship information for the 2023 season from my Internet 
searches. Many of the team web sites did not list the names of the announcers, and frequently when 
they did, the biographies mentioned information such as "For the 17th season ...", which does not tell 
me if the bio page has been updated for the current season. I do not save the bio pages from each 
season. 

Please send me announcer information (and corrections), as some of the web pages either did not 
list the announcer names or were definitely from last season (and maybe did not change for this 
season, but I have no way of knowing). And sometimes I cannot determine if an announcer is on 
radio only, TV only, or both. Any copyright statement on an mlb.com page is probably placed there 
automatically, even if the page content has not changed for the current season. If a network list web 
page has a different URL than last year, I treated the list as current for the 2023 season; I did not 
compare the list with last year's list. 

http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/List_of current_Major League Baseball broadcasters has 
broadcaster information, and that web site has been updated for the 2023 season (last modified on 28 
March 2023, at 18:56 (UTC)). But some of the references date back to 2010. 

In some cases I was not sure that the network list was for the 2023 season, as many lists were 
undated. Ifa list differed from the list 1 downloaded last year, I treated the list as new for this season, 
but the list to which I was comparing already had duplicates removed. Some lists have the same 
station listed two or three times, each with a different city (and maybe a different state). 

Note that if a station streams its broadcasts over the Internet, that the station cannot stream the 
baseball broadcasts because the Major League Baseball organization wants listeners to get a paid 
subscription via mlb.com. 

On the mlb.com site for some teams, the announcers are listed under the "Roster" tab. But many 
of the bios have not changed since they were written, so they refer to previous seasons. 

I did not find the 2023 network list for the Arizona Diamondbacks (the list is unlinked and the 
same as last year). 

And I am not sure that I have all of the Spanish-language broadcasts listed.
